FLOATING DOCK FOR 
PORTAMOUTH.

The floating dock whith has been built 
by Messrs, Cammell, Laird, of Birken- 
ead, for the use of the”Admiralty at 
Portsmouth was luunched last month. It 
vas floated out from a specially designéd 
building, basin, being towed by five tugs. 
The launch was. witnessed by many 
thousands of people on both sides of the 
Mersey, Soon afterwards the ‘dock was 
towed away on its journey to Ports-. 

wanouth, . : : 


The acca oi the dock is 2} acres, and 
the over-all dimensions soft. long and 
144fl. wide; the clear width at the top. 
_ af the side towers; is’ 113ft. The. side 
Jowers are 66ft. high from the bottom of 
the pontoon. The total ‘displacement of 
tho dock’ when submerged to receive uw 

ship having a draught of 36ft, is 49,000 
tons, Complete conffol of the dock is 
arranged In the .valve house, The 

~ structureis equipped” with” a. service of 
telephones, flying gangways, asd travel- 
ling cranes, and accompydation hag been 
provided for the: dock Thaster, the petty 
officers, and a crew of 43 men. 

. The dock has taker t two years to 
build, delay having ‘been ‘caused by’ the 
engineers’ strike which lasted 11 weeks, 

. c

A gaping hole, which must hare extended 
right from her bulwarks'to near her keel, 
was left in her side and through it the 
sea was pouring in great volume, Her 
bridge collapsed bodily in. the collision 
and partially, went over the starboard 
side, while her mainmast was unstepped 
and fell toa drunken angle over the port. 
The most striking itustration of the force 
of the contact, however, was the fact, that 
the vessel’s lines on the atarboard. side 
were bulged ont to a shape approuching 
the back of a crescent, Immediate steps 
Were taken to do what was possible to 
keep her afloat.”
